The specification contains references to claim 1 at page 2, line 33 and 
page 6, lines 10 and 17. It is requested that applicant amendment the 
specification to contain the appropriate text of claim 1 and cancel the 
references to the claims. "Preferably" is misspelled on page 5, line 9. 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation 
that falls within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is 
considered indefinite, since the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the 
metes and bounds of the patent protection desired. See MPEP § 
2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board of Patent Appeals 
and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031, 2033 (Bd. Pat. App. & 
Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite 
by raising a question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such 
language is (a) merely exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and 
therefore not required, or (b) a required feature of the claims. Note also, for 
example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 
1961 ); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte Hasche, 
86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, claim 9 recites the 
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broad recitation of omega-3 fatty acids, and the claim also recites the 
preferred range, which is the narrower statement of the range/limitation. 
Correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sundram (6,630,192) as further evidenced by Lowe and 
Charley and in view of Huang. 

Sundram discloses a fat composition for altering serum lipid profiles. 
In example 4 milk is prepared to contain soybean oil. The fat content of the 
blend is shown in Table V to contain the array of fatty acid residues that are 
in claim 1 . In this case the omega fatty acids are represented by 18:3. 
Although this combination of ingredients is not literally disclosed to be an oil 
in water emulsion, it is very well known in the art that milk is a oil in water 
emulsion. (Evidence for this statement is provided by Lowe, who defines 
and oil in water emulsion and Charley who describes milk as an emulsion 
on the bottom of page 269). In example 6, tocopherol is added to the milk 
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blend to enhance the stability of the milk. Claim 1 appears to differ from 
Sundram in the recitation of the types of tocopherol that are in the 
emulsion. Huang teaches that delta tocopherol has a greatest anti-oxidant 
effect in oil. Thus with the suggestion of Huang, it would have been 
obvious to maximize the stability of the milk product of Sundram with a 
tocopherol that maximizes the stability of the oil. It is appreciated that the 
Keys number is not mentioned but no unobvious or unexpected difference 
is seen between the composition of Sundram and the composition of the 
claims. It is also appreciated that a thickener, citric acid, locust bean gum 
or pectin are not mentioned. But if one of ordinary skill in the art wanted to 
prepare gravy or a spread or mayonnaise or ice cream from the milk of 
Sundram, they would be expected to add other ingredients to the milk 
product. If an acidic emulsion, like lemon or ranch dressing, were made 
from the milk composition, the pH would be expected to drop in accordance 
with the level of acid added to the product.
